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The county board of supervisors 
Monday morning adopted a revised 
map of the proposed municipaiity of 
Menio Park, which exciudes the so- 
calied "ranch iands" or "outside acre¬ 
age," over which an argument has de- 
veioped between incorporationists and 
owners of property who do not wish 
to have their lands included in the 
area of Menlo Park, should it be in¬ 
corporated. 

The map was introduced by Super¬ 
visor Thomas L. Hickey, who moved 
its adoption, seconded by Supervisor 
Manuel Prancis. The vote was: 
Chairman John MacBaln and Super¬ 
visors Hickey and Francis, yes; and 
Supervisor Thompson, no. Supervisor 
Rosalie M. Brown was absent.- 

Acceptance of the map met with the 
vigorous protest of Attorney James 
O' Keefe, representing the pro-incor- 
porationists. He said: “Adopt this re¬ 
vised map and 1800 men and women 
of the Menlo Park district will not be 
your friends.” 

Attorney Lee Ross appeared again 
in behalf of property owners who de¬ 
clare that their holdings are made up 
of "outside” acreage or agricultural 
land. 

A. C. Hobart, member of the Palo 
Alto city council, and who owns fif¬ 
teen acres on Olive, Santa Cruz and 
Middle avenues, protested inclusion 
before the board. He said he planned 
to use his land for agricultural pur¬ 
poses. 

W. J. Murray of Menlo Park gave 
to the supervisors a report of the 
action taken by a committee ap¬ 
pointed to settle the dispute over the 
proposed boundaries. He said the 
committee was deadlocked, but of¬ 
fered as a compromise to exclude the 
property of Messrs. Uarland and | 
I’rlce, comprising sixty acres. 

Another matter considered by the 
supervisors was the paving of El 
Camino Real through San Mateo. On 
motion of Supervisor Hickey, tlie city 
of San Mateo will he urged to pave the 
ehoulders of the stretch, while the 
county will lake vpfii of t|)e renter 
portion.

She stated in connection 
with the improvement of the civic cen¬ 
ter that the women favored the beauti¬ 
fying of the civic center, but the ma¬ 
jority did not advocate the expendi¬ 
ture at this time of any large sum of 
money. The general opinion among 
the members of the club seemed to be 
that the planting of shrubbery and 
otherwise beautifying the grounds 
would suffice at this time. 

Mr. A. Hynding, the next speaker, 
stated that he believed that the ma¬ 
jority of people in the city desired 
improvements, but in his opinion the ' 
general committee should formulate 
some workable plan. In connection} 
with the park sites, these should be ^ 
Improved, but he was opposed to em¬ 
ploying a high salaried man lo lay¬ 
out the work on a big salary. Rather, 
in his opinion, a competent landscape 
engineer could be engaged at a cer¬ 
tain fee and several thousand dollars 
saved. He cited the (act that the 
present civic center had lain dor¬ 
mant for many years and improve¬ 
ments there should be gone ahead 
with, but this was a matter for the 
board of trustees to determine.

A HEALTHY CONDITION 

Recently two very gratiflying incidents came to our notice 
in which members of our younger generation took an active 
part, and as it effects the public press we make special men¬ 
tion of it editorially. In South San Francisco an interesting 
debate was held at the local high school on the subject: 
“Should newspapers be prohibited from publishing news of 
crime and sensational news?” At the San Mateo Union High 
School, Clifford F. Weigle of Lomita Park, a Gold Seal honor 
student, gave an interesting address on “The Press—Its Power 
for Good and Its Power for Evil.” At the beginning of this 
editorial we stated that two very gratifying incidents came to 
our notice. Why were they gratifying? 

This should be plain to be seen by any newspaper pub¬ 
lisher and editor who is really an advocate of clean journalism. 
People take too much for granted in the PRESS, especially in 
the community press. That is why the professional politicians 
back a community newspaper which is subservient to their 
orders and do everything in their power to hamper or put out 
of business entirely the community newspapers advocating 
CLEAN journalism. In San Mateo County, and this is the 
county in which we are interested, we have some splendid com¬ 
munity newspapers. Unfortunately, however, we have also 
political sheets, being published under the guise of community 
newspapers. The latter papers disregard entirely the duties 
they owe to the community and the public. They ignore their 
great responsibility. They listen only to their master’s voice, 
the political clique and the professional politicians. They sup¬ 
press certain news and play up other news not as important, 
only insofar as it hands out bouquets to certain politicians. 
There have been cases, in every county where newspapers 
have been started and supported by the professional politicians 
bcause the existing publician in that particular community 
could not be controlled. These politicians hand out certain 
concessions to the favored press. They have even been known 
to amend certain laws in order to favor the political press. In 
fact we will go still further and state that they have even been 
known to “take chances” on certain laws in order to favor the 
publicans upon which they can depend to advance their per¬ 
sonal political intere.sts. Professional politicians have abso¬ 
lutely no use for an hone.st publisher or editor. Therefore it is 
the duty of the citizens of a community who are advocates of 
clean journalism to support the newspaper in their particular 
community that the profes.sional politicians are working 
against. Get us right on this, however. ALL MEN RUNNING 
FOR OFFICE ARE NOT PROFESSIONAL POLITICIANS. 
Neither are all men now in office in that category. San Mateo 
County, as has every other county, has its share of professional 
politicians, and these are the ones to whom we refer. Back of 
these professional politicians are the private interests that put 
up the CASH. In the near future we will probably decide to 
qualify our statements in this respect, citing incidents which 
even the citizens whom we are pleased to term “the average 
reader,” can understand. Consequently, we are gratified at 
the news that our younger generation is taking a keen interest 
in journalism.

PREPARE NOW TO PROTECT TREES 

Leading Pacific Coast lumbermen and federal officials 
have been conferring in San Francisco for the purpose of work¬ 
ing out plans designed to lessen the annual forest fire hazard. 
It is the first time that such a gathering has been called for the 
purpose of co-ordinating forest fire prevention measures. 

The chief forester of the United States and representatives 
of various timber associations and individual lumbermen at¬ 
tended the conference. Such preventive measures as oil 
burners, instead of coal or wood engines for sawmills; equip¬ 
ment of mills with fire pumps and the constant cleaning up of 
inflammable material where timber cutting is going on were 
considered. 

To secure the maximum results in forest protection the 
public must realize that a large part of the responsibility for 
forest fires rests on its shoulders and campers and users of our 
forests and forest roads should use the greatest care in starting 
and putting out camp fires and in discarding matches, cigar 
and cigarette stubs and pipe ashes.

We noticed on Memorial Day 
that the flag was Improperly dis¬ 
played in various instances. Also 
we have had numerous letters on 
the subject. We therefore publish 
the official rules in this matter. 
Keep this for future reference: 

The following rules to govern 
treatment of the national flag, 
when publicly displayed, were Is¬ 
sued by the Intelligence office at 
Ninth Corps Area headquarters re¬ 
cently in antlidpation of Flag Day 
observances: 

"The national colors may he dis¬ 
played properly in only two ways: 
(1) freely unfurled from a staff; 
(21 hung flat with either vertical 
ur liui'izuntal length falling evenly. 

Tile national colors should never 
he festooned or draped. For this 
purpoHc red, white and blue hunt¬ 
ing should bused. Such hunting 
should he draped with blue upper¬ 
most. 

When the colors are hung flat 
against a wall, eltlier vertically or 
horizontally, the starry field should 
l)e at the top and to the observer’s 
left. 

At crossed staffs, with another 
flag of one nation aliove that of 
the oltserver’s left, and its stuff lu 
front of that of the other flag. 

Wlien the American colors are in 
a cluster of flags, they should be 
in the center and at the highest 
point o( tile cluster, with the field 
of stars at the observer's left. 

in marching, the national flag 
should he carried on the marching 
line of all other flags, or in front 
of the center of the line of flags. 

Suspended Itetween two build¬ 
ings, over a street, the national 
flag should he hung vertically with 
the field to the north in an east- 
und-west street, or to the east in a 
nortli-aud-suuth street. 

When flown from a staff with 
other flags, not representing na¬ 
tionalities, the national colors 
should he at the top. International 
usage forbids the display of the 
flag of one aatlon above that of 
inolher with which it is at peace. 

When the flags of two or more 
nations are displayed at the same 
time, each flag sliould have a sep¬ 
arate staff, and all flags should be 
of nearly the same size and should 
fly at the same elevation. 

in such a display, the American 
flag should he to the observer’s 
left of all other flags. 

When the flag is used to decorate 
a speaker's platform, it should he 
hung vertically behind the speak¬ 
er, or flown from a staff at the 
speaker’s right. 

The flag should never be used as 
a veil at unveiling ceremonies, nor 
for uniforms, hatbands, napkins, 
handkerchiefs, nor wrappers for 
any objects, and should never be 
allowed to touch the ground.

SACRAMENTO, June 25.—Within a 
short time actual work of drafting a 
new legislative measure to expand the 
state mining bureau into a state de¬ 
part of mines and mineral resources 
will be undertaken by the department 
of mines and mining of the Sacra¬ 
mento Chamber of Commerce, assisted 
by the other mineral organizations of 
the state and the state mining bureau. 
The 1925 legislature passed unani¬ 
mously Assembly Bill No. 470, provid¬ 
ing for such a department, but it was 
pocket vetoed by Governor Richard- 
san as "unnecessary.” No opposition 
to the bill developed. 

At a meeting of mining representa¬ 
tives last week with the local mining 
bureau, it was voted unanimously to 
proceed with a campaign in behalf of 
the new bill, to be introduced at the 
1927 session. A statewide educational 
campaign on the dire necessity of a 
state department for California's 
fundamental industry, which is only 
ten million dollars behind agriculture 
in value of production, will be car¬ 
ried on. 

Meetings on the subject throughout 
the mining districts are being planned 
by the Sacramento department. From 
now until the 1927 legislature ad¬ 
journs the Sacramento department 
plans a continuous campaign in be¬ 
half of the new bill. Suggestions as 
to additional provisions to aid the in¬ 
dustry are invited from mine opera¬ 
tors. 

Special attention is to be paid to 
acquainting the public with the im¬ 
portance of the mineral industry and 
the fact that the big fortunes and 
many of the larger structures of the 
cities were derived from the mines of 
California and Nevada. Hydraulic 
mining ditches formed the nucleus of 
the big hydro-electric systems.
